Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Representation of the People (Amend¬ 
ment j Act, 1987. 

2. In the Third Schedule to the Representation of the People Act, 1950 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), for entry No. 6 relating to 
Karnataka, the following entry shall be substituted, namely; —

3. In the Fourth Schedule to the principal Act, under the heading 
“Karnataka’’,— 

(a) for the entry “2. Taluk Development Boards.”, the entry 
“2. Mandal Panchayats.” shall be substituted;

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In pursuance of article 171 of the Constitution read with section 10 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950), the number 
of seats allocated to the Legislative Councils, of States having such 
Councils and the number of seats to be filled by persons elected by the 
electorates referred to in clause (3) of article 171 of the Constitution 
are specified in the Third Schedule to the said Act. Under section 27 (2) 
of the 1950,-Act, the Fourth Schedule to that Act specifies the local autho- 
ritie.s for purposes of elections to the Legislative Councils. 

2. The State Government of Karnataka has informed that the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of the State has unanimously passed a resolution recom¬ 
mending that the total number of members of the Karnataka Legislative 
Council be increased to 75. It has also been informed by that State Gov¬ 
ernment that with the coming into force of the Karnataka. Zilla Parishads, 
Taluk Panchayat Samithis, Mandal Panchayats and Nyaya Panchayats 
Act, 1983 with effect from the 14th August, 1985, the references to “Taluk 
Development Boards” and “Town Panchayats” in the Fourth Schedule 
to the Act relating to Karnataka should be changed to “Mandal Pancha¬ 
yats” and “Zilla Parishads”, respectively, 

3 .It is proposed to accept the recommendation of the State Gov¬ 
ernment of Karnataka. The Bill accordingly seeks to make the neces- 
i,ary changes in the number of seats allocated to the Legislative Council 
of the State of Karnataka in the Third Schedule to the 1950-Act and 
in the list of local authorities in the Fourth Schedule to that Act.
